AN OTHER MOBILIZATION. 


From the construction camps, the woods, the ranches and the 
mines they are mobilizing. 

No king or kaiser has issued the order; nowhere are they drill- 
ing. There are no jaunty uniforms and no martial music. 

Rut yet they are mobilizing. And an uneasiness trembles over 
the country. Here and there people say, ‘‘There will be many of 
them this year,”’ or.‘{Why: don!t they stay where they belong? We 
should keep them away from‘our city.”’ 

: _. The army. is not wanted in any city or town ‘or village. It is 
our annual army of unemployed, our annual crowd of bums, tramps, 
raggamuffins, no-accounta. They wear rags izistead of uniforms, and 
they mobjlize to fight no foe but hunger and cold. 

: Lagt year they rare with and the-year before that. For many 
winters that same army has formed and swoopéd down on our cities 
to disturb the good people, 

Now we are hearing whisperings that it will be larger this year. 
Our big newspapers tell us that Southern California is ‘‘taking steps 
to handle the annual crowd of tramps.’’ Already public opinion ‘is 
being molded against them. 

Now and then some crank tells us that there is something the 
matter with a country in which thousands of men are periodically out 
of work. 

And another person, afflicted with still more distorted ideas 
than the first, solemnly declares that very soon we will have to look 
the question of unemployment square -in the face and find some 
way. to solve it. He tells us that we will soon be forced to solve the 
question, if we don’t want the men to discover that under the 
present scheme of things might is right. 

And, of course, we pay no attention to such cranks. More often 
than not they, are out of work themselves, little better than bums. 
And no one listens to the counsel of a bum. 

: And so the people that. work and make money every month in 
the year wrinkle their brows for the fraction of a minute and then 
brush the bothersome thought away. If all these ragged men are 
out of work, why don’t they go to work? If-they are incompetent, 
whose fault is it but their own? 

Weren’t we all taught at school that if we didn’t get right down 
and study we would end up by digging ditches? 

Well, then, it must be quite reasonable to deduce that these 
unemployed that the cranks talk about, failed to study while they 
were young. , : 

That settles it. If the men are out of work, if they know very 
little but one trade, why, it’s their fault and no one else’s, and they 
ought to be out of work. , 

We were talking to an estimable lady the other day who was 
wrought up about the unemployed. 

‘“Why don’t they stay where they belong?’’ she asked, appar- 
ently assured that that settled the whole matter. But when she was 
asked where tehy belonged she didn’t know. 

Then she said that if they really wanted to work they could 
get it. 

‘“‘The trouble with most of them,”’ she said, ‘‘is that they only 
know one kind of work and refuse to do anything else.’’ 

Had she ever looked for work? How many trades did she 
know and what would she do if thrown on her own resources next 
Monday? She didn’t know or she wouldn’t answer. She wasn’t 

‘talking about herself, anyway; she was discussing the annual army 
of bums. . j 

Finally, like all of the others that hate to admit that there is 
anything the matter with this great and glorious country. of ours, 
she said that she cohldn’t help things and if the army of the unem- 
ployed insisted on growing larger, she was sure that it would just 
have to get larger until something was done. . 

You can’t argue away the actuality of the unemployed. 

To call them bums doesn’t change the fact that they are here. 
To say that they are unworthy doesn’t keep the army from growing. 
To say that they ought to be working doesn’t put them to work. 

The work in the construction camps and on the ranches and 
the woods and mines has to be done, and the work is necessarily, 
seasonal,

State Labor Commissioner Mce- 
Laughlin has decided to enlist the 
aid of Attorney General Webb in 
drafting a new bill to be presented 
to the next Legislature, for the en- 
forcement of wage claims. 

The act now on the statute books, 
providing a penalty for failure to pay 
wages due, was declared unconsti- 
tutional this week by the District | 
Court of Appeals. 

“We have no right of appeal in 
this particular case,” McLaughlin 
said today, “because the Appellate 
Court’s ruling was given upon a 
writ of habeas corpus, but prac- 
tically all of the courts in the state, 
which have been called upon to de- 
cide cases bronght under this law, 
RKave ruled adversely. There have 
been five or six of these cases. Two 
were decided in Los Angeles, one in 
San Diego, one in Oakland, and one 
which was brought before Superior 
Judge Dunne in this city, was settled 
cut of court after he had intimated 
that he would be obliged to rule 
against the plaintiff.
